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Lt.  Charles  Stockbridge  Named 
Policeman  In  Charge 


Selectmen  appointed  Lt. 
Charles  Stockbridge  of  the 
Police  Department  in  charge 
of  the  station  during  the 
absence  of  Chief  Randolph 
Feola. 

It  was  brought  to  the 
board's  attention  last  week  by 
Sgt.  John  Rhodes  that  Stock- 
bridge  couldn't  be  appointed 
Acting-Chief  under  Civil  Ser- 
vice because  there  was  no 
opening  for  a chiefs  position 
in  the  department.  Two  weeks 
ago  Selectmen  had  discussed 
appointing  Stockbridge  Act- 
ing-Chief, at  Feola’s  recom- 
mendation. to  save  the  town 
overtime  money. 

Rhodes  said  that  Lt.  Stock- 
bridge  will  be  under  close 
scrutiny  by  the  police  assoc- 
iation in  his  use  of  overtime, 
should  he  remain  in  his  cur- 
rent 4 p.m  to  midnight  shift  as 
Lieutenant-in-charge.  In  the 


event  of  an  occurrence  that 
requires  Stockbridge’s  atten- 
tion as  head  of  the  depart- 
ment at  times  other  than  his 
regular  shift,  his  overtime 
work  could  result  in  a grie- 
vance from  the  association  for 
denying  this  time  to  the  other 
men. 

Lt.  Stockbridge  said  that  he 
had  never  heard  of  the  Civil 
Service  law  prohibiting  the 
appointment  of  an  Acting- 
Chief  in  another  chiefs  ab- 
sence. He  did  claim  that  he 
should  receive  the  equivalent 
of  Feola's  salary  because  the 
police  contract  requires  appro- 
priate remuneration  when 
more  responsible  work  is  as- 
sumed. 

Attorney  Charles  Humph- 
ries, assistant  to  Town  Coun- 
sel. temporarily  present  at  the 
meeting,  said  that  Stockbridge 
cannot  assume  the  duties  of 


the  Chief  because  they  are 
distinct  and  peculiar  to  that 
post  only.  Stockbridge  could, 
he  said,  take  charge  as  the 
highest  ranking  officer  in  the 
department  and  arrange  his 
overtime  assignments  as  equi- 
tably as  possible. 

Clark  checked  later  with  an 
Attorney  Rasmussen  for  Civil 
Service  to  determine  which  of 
the  opinions  expressed  at  the 
meeting  was  correct.  Ras- 
mussen said  that  although 
that  Civil  Service  law  did 
exist,  the  police  contract  gov- 
erned. 

Although  Lt.  Stockbridge 
has  been  Licutenant-in-charge 
this  past  week,  his  title  will  be 
changed  this  week  to  that  of 
Acting-Chief.  Stockbridge  will 
receive  the  same  rate  of  pay  as 
Chief  Feola.  will  assume  his 
duties  and  hours  of  work.

and  that  unlike  the  police 
contract  stipulation  does  not 
allow  the  dollar  for  dollar 
payment  of  unused  sick  days 
upon  retiring.  That  is.  if  Feola 
were  to  take  his  sick  days  in  a 
lump  sum  — for  a medically 
proven  ailment  — or  if  a deal 
were  to  be  made  with  him  by 
the  Selectmen,  that  money 
would  have  to  be  appropriated 
by  a vote  of  the  Town  Meet- 
ing. « 

Town  Counsel  will  review 
the  matter  and  suggest  a 
course  of  action. 


Feola  had  intimated  that  he 
would  take  the  120  sick  days 
he  has  coming,  if  his  doctor  in 
Florida  deemed  him  unable  to 
work.  Selectman  Mary  Jean- 
ette Murray  said  that  should 
Feola  return  to  work,  she 
would  like  the  board  to  order  a 
medical  examination  for  the 
Chief  by  a doctor  of  their 
choosing. 

Town  Accountant  William 
Signorelli  later  explained  that 
the  Chief  s salary  and  benefits 
are  governed  by  the  town’s 
personnel  committee  bylaw. 


Selectmen  discussed  again 
last  week  the  possibility  of  re- 
commending that  Police  Chief 
Randolph  Feola  retire. 

Feola  left  for  his  vacation 
in  Florida  on  Feb.  2 — a 
vacation  of  20  working  days. 
However,  Selectmen  were 
concerned  that  they  could  not 
be  sure  of  the  time  of  the 
Chief's  return  because  of  the 
state  of  his  health  and  the 
amount  of  leave  he  would  take 
in  conjunction  with  his  vaca- 
tion. variables  that  would 
lengthen  his  stay  away  from 
the  department. 

Selectman  Henry  Ainslie 
said  that  it  wasn't  fair  to  the 
town  or  the  people  not  to  know 
when  the  Chief  was  coming 
back.  Ainslie  felt  that  eight 
months  to  a year  would  not  be 
an  unreasonable  length  of 
time  for  notice  of  leaving  his 
post . ‘ • ' ; 

It  was  generally  agreed  that 
Feola  should  be  compensated 
for  what  was  due  hint,  but  that 
the  board  shouldn't  be  left  in 
suspense  for  his  decision  until 
his  presumed  retirement  age 
of  65.  The  Chief  will  be  64  in 
July. 

Selectmen  Ainslie  and  Clark 
suggested  that  Feola  be  paid  a 
settlement  or  severence  pay 
and  be  asked  to  step  down.
